“It is expected that legislation to 
be submitted at the coming session 
of parliament will provide, among 
other things thet natural-born British 
Subjects who have spent a consider- 
able part of their lives in Canada 
should not lose Canadian citizensh‘p 
for absence from Canada of ‘only one 
year. Another condition likely to be 
met is that the wives of Canadian 
citizens who have been landed ‘n Can- 
ada should continue to be Canadian 
citizens so long as their husbands re- 
main Canadian citizens.

Here is the story of a mak bag 
with its hundreds of letters, received 
hy the Junior Red Cross Headquart 
ers im Alberta, in the Civic Building, 
Edmonton. 

One letter came from a emmall . 
town near the mountains where tirere 
are many young Oanadians of vari- . 
ous nationalities. Under the Junior 
Red Cross they ate bound together 
with a common interest, in a union 
of loving service to those less fortun 
ate. The writer is their teacher who 
tells us that her class cali themeel- 
ves the “Jolly Helvers” and that they 
are anxious to be kind to the little 
patients of Red Cross in the Chiid- 
ren's Hospitials of Alberta. 

They had a toy shower one day at 

school and everyone brought their 
| gifts to the teacher's desk an offar- 
ing of love, im many cases of real 
sacrifice for in the distant settlement 
ltoye are none too plentiful, With de- 
light they packed them off to the city 
and each chikd had the happy esatis- 
faction that comes from sharing with 
another, her prized possess!ons. 

At the end of the teacher's letter 
came the news that in the long ago 
of ‘ssvera) years, she herself had been 
a member of the Junior Red Cross 
when a child, holding the office of 
President, in the first branch ever 
formed in that district. Time has now 
placed her in the teacher's seat of 
authority, and with the valuable ex- 
perience of her early years in the 
Presidency of her own Branch | this 
young teacher at once begins to ‘n- 
terest her pupils in the work. 

Having attenxed the Teachers Con- 
ventions where Red Cross was an the 
lecture program, and having a radio

That 
figures $7.87 per bushel for wheat. 

For one box of Roman meal, (com- 
position not stated), weighing 2 Ib., 
I paid 31 cents. That comes to $9.30 
per bushel (at 60 Ib. per buhel.)

(Experimental Farms Note) 
The time is at hand to give thought 
to the mating of the breeding pens. 
It should be bome in mind that 
, vigor is of primary importance, se- 
‘lect for breeding purposes only birds 


| that have this quality developed to a 


marked degree as it is only birds of 
this kind that can be expected to pass 
on to their progeny sufficient stamina 
‘to stand up under the condition of 
heavy egg production so essential to’ 
satisfactory profits under. present 
economic conditions. 

First of all the females for the pen 
should be of good size and type for 
the breed and should have indicated 
by their past performances that they 
have stamina and vigor to stand up 
under heavy egg pfoduction. This pre 
supposes that the females w'!ll have 
trapnest records. To these femalcs 
selected not only for size, body type 
and high laying ability; but also for 
their ability to lay eggs of standara 
size: should be a male that ‘s the son 
of a ‘high laying hen whose eggs av- 
eraged about 24 ounces to the dozen 
and whose sisters also have . shown 
by their records that these qualities 
have been inherited by them. Th‘s 
male should be strong and vigorou» 
as evidenced by a good full body 
placed on well set legs, a head not 
coarse though fafrly strong with a 
clean cut smooth face and prominent 
eyes, @howing a bold energetic ex- 
pression.

Barns cost money and must be con- 
sidered from the standpoint of per- 
manent investment. ‘ 

G. B. Rothwell, Dominion Anima 
Husbandman of the Department of 
' Agriculture, Ottawa, calls attention 
to seven important points which have 
to be considered in the construction 
of farm buildings. 

1. Position in relation to other 
buildings, desirable location and ex- 
posure, grade, etc. 

2. Permanence of construction. 

3. Economy of construction and up- 
keep. 

4. Suitability as concerning the 
comfort cleanliness and special re- 
quirements of different 
ages of stock. 

5. Convenience of arrangement as 
reducing labor « F 

6, Labor saving equipment and de- 
vices, either purchased or home con- 


classes and 


structed. ‘ 

7, Sanitation and health of live- 
stock, involving such important fac- 
tors ag ventilation, temperature cou 
trol, relative humidity , drainage, 
light, etc. 

“All of these points must be consid 
ered when planning a farm building 
and each is more or less dependent 
on the others. As a general rule the 
simplest shelter construction is the 
best provided one adheres to the im- 
portant fundamental principles. 

There are only a few kinds of farm 

livestock which require relatively 

warm quarters. These include the 
dairy cow, the calf, the early far- 


.| rowing sow, the horse that is closely 


confined or tied in a stall.
